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full groWMi they are three Inches long 
and light green in color. 1 1 has been 
calculated that the product of an ounce 
of eggs oats upwards of 1,200 pounds of 
mulberry-leaves, and furnishes 1 20 pounds 
of cocoons. The cocoons consist of the 
sheath of loose filaments attached to the 
twigs that support the whole, and be- 
neath this the internal coat of soft flossy 
silk, within which is the compact oval 
ball, or cocoon proper. The thread is 
pushed through two orifices in the n 
the worm, after being laid in sue. 
coats in its constantly diminishing tene 
mont, not regularly as around a ball, but, 
by being passed back and forth in ono 
place after another, in such a manner 
that many yards may be wound off with- 
out turning over the ball. Before the 
carysidis matures, aad the moth can be 
gin to cat his way out, the ooooons are 
exposed to a moderate degree of heat. 

Theflosa covering being opened at one 
end, the cocoon is slipped out and is then 
ready to be unwound. Four 
coons aro placed in each of a number of 
compartments, in a sort of basin boiling 
hot water, kopt at a requisite ten 
ture by means of steam pipes. The gum- 
my matters are "toftened by water, and 
the fibre thus released. 1Nc\t, tho ends 
are caught up by a small broom, with 
which the ooooons are stirred, and those 
from each compartment being brou 
gethor aro passed through an i 
which strips off a portion of tho gum, and 
thence through several others to the 
reel. The silk, as taken from the reels. 
is made up into what aro known as 
books, for exportation, and as hanks, for 
domestic use. All these pre 
constantly going ou in the Brazilian de 
partmont, to the wonder and delight of 
ciowds of interested spectators, who are 
in steady attendance throughout each 
day to witness' the marvelous work of (he 
iusuct silk spinners.
